Throats In Eclipse 


KHARTOUM, Sudan CU.R)—Awed 
natives beat drums and slit the 
throats of bulls as sacrifices today 
while scientists from 10 countries 
photographed a total eclipse' of the 
sun which spread a belt of darkness 
across Africa, the Middle East and 
Siberia. 
For three minutes, 0H seconds 
the moon obscured the flaming sun 
from this earth in a path 0,000 miles 
long and 35 miles wide. 
The 60 scientists, including 39 
from the Upited States, used their 
hundreds of thousands f t dollars 
worth of the most modern equip­ 
ment to observe and photograph the 
phenomenon. 
Their observations will help them 
to retest the Einstein theory of rela­ 
tivity, improve the accuracy of 
aerial maps of the earth’s surface, 
and give new information on con­ 
ditions In a vase area around the 
sun. 
But to the natives, the eclipse 
was a manifestation of god or devils. 
As the path of the moon started 
to creep across the sun, the drums 
began their eerie beat—the natives 
in the areas around civilized Khar­ 
toum were driving away the devils 
responsible. Donkeys brayed, dogs 
howled, children beat spoons to­ 
gether to frighten the devils or hid 
their faces in the flowing robes of 
their mothers. ✓ 
In the southern Sudan, where the 


eclipse * was only partly visible, 
tribesmen sacrificed their hump­ 
backed bulls, bowing their' heads 
and then slitting the 
animals’ 
throats with their sharp knives. 
The eclipse became total at 11:11 
a.m. (1:11 am. PST). 
A shadow was cast across the 
earth in a path 9,000 miles long 
and 35 miles wide, beginning in the 
South Atlantic and ending near 
Lake Baikal in Siberia. 
From 10 nations the scientists 
converged on “kilo five," a sealed 
off point south of Khartoum, to 
measure effects of the eclipse on 
radio transmission, the weather and 
cosmic radiation. 
The studies of a U.S. Air Force 
team here—and a Russian team in 
Central Asia—were expected to pro­ 
vide data for future use of guided 
missiles and rockets. 
As the moon ate its way across 
the sun’s surface. The sun became a 
black bull surrounded by a thin, 
dull-red halo. The halo wás sur­ 
rounded by a white corona extend­ 
ing into a second pearly white outer 
ring. 
From the outer ring shot white 
streamers, like a miniature aurora. 
To the human eye some 03,000,000 
miles away the streamers appeared 
as thin lines, but actually they ex­ 
tended hundreds of thousands of 
miles into space.

Spring Cleaning? 


Malugani's Are 


Af Your Service 


When you do spring cleaning on 
your automobile add start looking 
around for a new set of tir^s first 
let Dan Malugani of Mill Valley 
explain his recapping process. 
Malugani, who has been serving 
motorists in Marto since 1945, claims 
he can save any driver as much as 
50 per cent by recapping used tires. 
"And performance by them will 
be as good as any new tire," the 
successful tire serviceman says. 


STARTED 20 YEARS AGO 
Malugani developed an Interest 
in tires and treads nearly 20 years 
ago when he first started working 
for Standard Service station in. San 
Francisco. 
In 1945 he felt he knew enough 
about the business to risk opening 
his own store. The move^ proved 
to be a wise one as Malugani now 
has more than 30 outlets, scattered 
about the county. 
Service stations and g a r a g e s 
throughout most of Marto now pick 
up tires to be repaired and recapped 
by the Mill Valley businessman. 
They also sell new brands carried 
by Malugani. 
At his shop at 7 Montford avenue, 
Mill Valley, the former San Fran­ 
ciscan checks each tire for breaks 
and cracks before telling car owners 
he will accept the recapping job. 
TIRE BREAKS ARE BAD 
| 
"Any tire with a break in it would 
almost have to be rebuilt to pre- 
I vent a blowout,*' he started out. 
"Nail holes we can plug, but a 
break can sometimes be very danger­ 
ous.” 
First step after inspection, Malu­ 
gani says, is to buff the tire and 
prepare It for 'rubber coating. In 
the buffing process, he went on, a 
thickness of the old, worn tiro is 
ground off so cement for coating 
will adhere to it. 
If you have wondered about the 
rubber which Is used to recapping, 
the repair specialist can easily clear 
up the matter. 
•"We apply a camelback rubber, 
about 12/32 of an inch to thick­ 
ness, to the outer surface of old 
tires,** Malugani pointed out. 
BAKED IN A MOLD 
Once the rubber la glued on the 
entire tire Is. placed to a mold where 
it Is baked Into a unified whole and 
where the tread pattern is formed 
on the bottom surface. 
The tires are kept to the molds 
for more than one hour at a time 
before they are considered "thor­ 
oughly done.” 
"But when they are done the tiros 
'will stand, up as well as any new 
one,” the repairman said. 
The country’s defense work put 
a slight crimp in the service last 
year when rubber and glue hit the 
critical shortage list but the situ­ 
ation has loosened considerably this 
year, Malugani said. 
AMPLE SUPPLY OF RUBBER 
Camelback rubber was hard to 
get a few months back but we’re 
almost getting enough now to meet 
all our demands, he went on. 
Many of the latest materials and 
processes reach the Mill V a l l e y 
establishment from Gates Rubber 
manufacturing company to Denver 
where research is continually carried 
out on the tire work. 
Malugani receives the latest data 
from the Gates laboratories. 
The serviceman, his wife, Stella, 
and two children, Dan Jr., 18, and 
Margaret, 10, make their home in 
Marto.

Defense Orders Are Mainstay

trial production was high this week 
but the toft spots to. the nation's 
economy stuck out like a sore 
thumb. 
It became Increasingly apparent 
that defense orders were the main 
stay of the nation’s business. 
Production 
schedules 
suffered 
when military orders were cancelled, 
defense specifications changed on 
delivery dates stretched-out. There 
just wasn’t enough civilian business 
to take up the slack. 
Some businessmen said material 
restrictions for. civilian production 
were at the bottom of their troubles. 
But there were many who doubted 
civilian business would pick, up to 
any great extent even if controls 
were relaxed. 
It took a loft of selling and some 
pretty 
aggressive 
promoting 
to 
catch the shopper’s eye. The con­ 
sumer was choosy and bargain- 
conscious. He sought his purchases 
in the medium and low-priced lines. 
Dun and Bradstreet, the'business 
reporting service, said shoppers cur­ 
tailed their buying slightly even in 
the face of aggressive promotions. 


As during recent weeks, the re­ 
port added, retail merchants gen­ 
erally were unable to match the 
high sal.es figures of a year earlier. 
The textile goods market contin­ 
ued slow and there was talk of pos­ 
sible curtailments at some of the 
textile mills next month. 


Unemployment continued aft the 
nation’s 
big 
automobile 
centers. 
Stocks of new automobiles were re­ 
ported up slightly to January to the 
field even. In the face of low pro­ 
duction at the factories. 
Automotive c ire le a pondered 
whether a car shortage or a cus­ 
tomer shortage was In the wind. 
Sales executives of most of the 
car manufacturers said a car short­ 
age Is certain. But many who do the 
actual selling said steadily mount­ 
ing prices and credit restrictions 


were increasing salts resistance. 


The two most watched news de­ 
velopments in business and indus­ 
trial circles were the progress of 
truce talks In Korea and the devel­ 
opment of the steel negotiations.

Legislators, Too, Can 
Help With School Problem

Elsewhere on this page today you will find 
a letter from James Doráis of Woodacre, a 
trustee* of the Lagunitas School District. 


His letter contains what we feel is a very 
serious charge against an unnam ed representa­ 
tive of the State Board of Education. 


This state official, he states, over-rode the 
efforts of the Lagunitas school trustees to per- 
sue the austerity program which their know­ 
ledge of conditions in their school distritc led 
them to adopt, Their’s was a brave effort and 
deserves commendation from all who are in­ 
terested in economy in expenditures of public 
money. 


As Mr. Derail indicates, it is quite likely that 
the reason the state used up the $250,00,000 
bond issue voted by the people a couple of 
.years ago—used it up with out meeting any-- 
where near all of the classroom needs in the 
state—was because of just such refusals to spend 
the money in a manner to get the most school 
capacity for it. 


Since that state-wide school bond issue was 
voted, there have been many new schools and 


additions built in Marin county. 
But when 
school starts next fall there still will be a 
good many double sessions in Marin county; 
that is, two classes meeting in the same room, 
each trying to jam a day’s school work into 
a half day’s occupancy. 


It is our contention that if all the state 
and local school bond money had been 
spent for the essential purpose of provid­ 
ing classrooms—and none of it had been 
\ diverted 
to 
la s 
essential 
items-ffiere 
would not need to be any double sessions 
here next fa ll And we presume that the 
same situation exists in many, if not all, 
other counties. 


As we understand it, it is probable that our 
state legislature when it convenes next Mon­ 
day will again consider the matter of finding 
more money for school construction through­ 
out the state.

Santa Rosa Editor Asks Support 
Of North Bay Barrier Study Plan 
Assemblyman Richard Dolwig's Committee on Bay 
Area Problems has recommended that the State 
Legislature appropriate $200,000 for an engineering 
•tody of 'the proposed. North Bay Barrier. 'The 
recommendation follows an exhaustive investiga­ 
tion in which all important aspects of the proposal 
were considered. 
" * 
\ 
The Barrier would be a mole, or low earth and 
rock fill dam, probably extending from San Rafael 
to 'the 'Vicinity of Richmond, directly eastward across 
upper San Francisco Bay. Locks would carry ships 
through the barrier into San Pablo Bay and the 
Sacramento River. 
Primary purpose of the Barrier would be to con­ 
serve a large portion of an estimated 33,000.000 
acre-teet of Sacramento and San Joaquin River 
water which now flows unused into the ocean. ‘ 
It is believed by 'the Barrier’s supporters that the 
fresh water lake behind the dam would act as a 
gigantic “watering trough,” irrigating thousands of. 
acres of Bay Area land and being available for 
other uses. It would be perpetually replenished by 
the rivers* flow, 
■The barrier would not conflict with the highway (

toll bridge between Ban Rafael and Richmond which 
received final approval in last year’s session of the 
Legislature. In fact, the bridge would complement 
the barrier, carrying vehicular 'traffic 185 feet above 
the ship locks, thus giving the largest ships suffi­ 
cient clearance. 
One 'Conclusion is self-evident. Unless such a 
barrier is found feasible and is constructed, huge 
amounts of wasted fresh water will continue to pour 
out 'the mouth of 'the Sacramento River. 
For, without a barrier and locks, enough water 
will have to be kept flowing to continue to carry 
ships up and down the river. 
Under terms of proposed leg.islati.on to' be .intro­ 
duced by Assemblyman Richard H. McCollister, Mill 
Valley, the $200,000 for conclusive engineering studies 
of the North Bay Barrier wo u l d come from a 
$21,000,000 reserve fund now held by the Water Re­ 
sources Board. 
This seems logical, since the chief purpose: of the 
barrier would be the conservation of water—water 
which is becoming Increasingly scarce in this fast- 
growing region. 
There should be no question in the minds of 
legislators about the merits of the bill. It should 
receive their support.—Santa .Rosa Press. Democrat.

THE WORLD TODAY 
Who Really 
Chooses U.S. 
President? 


^Editor's upte: This Is the first 
of four stories on the voters’ 
struggle to pick a president.) 
By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON, (&) — For 188 
years, the voters have been in a 
‘long and not very energtic struggle 
to' get a word in edgewise in pick­ 
ing a president. This election year 
is a good time to see why. 
The 55 men wfio met in Phila­ 
delphia in 1787 to make the con­ 
stitu tio n saw to it the people 
couldn’t vote directly for the pre­ 
sident. We still don’t. We have to 
vote for electors who vote for the 
president. We cant even choose 
the candidates. The professional 
pbliticlans see to*hat. They do it 
for us. as they w ill on.ee again at 
the republican and democratic na­ 
tional conventions In Chicago this 
, summer. 


THOSE 55 CONSERVATIVES of 
1787 agreed with George Mason of 
Virginia who thought “it were as 
unnatural to refer the choice of a 
proper character for their chief 
magistrate to the people as it 
would be to refer a trial of colour 
to a blind man.” 
\ 
(The only point they conceded 
was in 'letting' us vote directly for 
the members of the house of re­ 
presentatives. Until the constitu­ 
tional amendment of 1913 we 
couldn’t vote for senators. The 
State legislatures picked them..) 
And the 55 men worked out a 
plan. — I t’s in. article two, 
one, of the constitution — 
it was expected, would let congress 
itself pick the president 19 times 
out of 20. Each state would select 
a group of electors who’d vote for 
a preseident. 
If the electors in each state 
voted for “favorite sons,” as it was 
thought they would, any one can­ 
didate' would have a. time getting a 
majority of the electoral voto. And 
when, no one did. the house of rep­ 
resentatives 
would 
choose 
the 
president from among the top run­ 
ners. 


ACTUALLY, IT WORKED OUT 
that way only twice: In 1800 the 
house chose Thomas Jefferson 
over Aaron Burr when both tied in 
electoral votes; and in 1824 the 
house named John Quincy Adams 
over Andrew Jackson when neither 
got an electoral majority. 
But on the important question— 
who’d elect the electors, and how? 
—The 55 constitution-makers left 
that up to each state legislature to 
decide. In those earliest days, when 
only one-seventh of the adult 
males had the right to vote, a-few 
legislatures let th£ people vote for 
electors. The rest of the legisla­ 
tures kept the right to themselves. 
Eventually — but it wasn’t until 
civil war days, and the .South Car­ 
olina legislature was the last to 
yield — all the legislatures let the 
people vote for electors. This 
change came as rqore people voted 
and the big political parties emer­ 
ged. 
There had been no parties as we 
know them up through Washing­ 
ton’s first two terms. The parties 
finally took over the naming of 
electors for whom the mass of the 
people could, vote on election day. 
So now the electors of the party 
getting the biggest vote in each 
state vote for that party’s presi­ 
dential candidate. 


THIS WOULD SEEM TO MEAN 
the electors have become mere 
rubber stamps, which they are 
most of the time, and harm,less 
parts of an old-fashioned election 
system which we have been too 
lazy to change. It isn’t quite true. 
Under the constitution the num­ 
ber of electors in each state is 
limited to its total number of sena­ 
tors and representatives in. con­ 
gress. So it’s possible, because the 
population of some states is great­ 
er than in others, for a candidate 
to get a greater popular voté (total 
vote for electors.) than the man, 
who wins election because he got 
more electoral votes. 
It’s happened and could happen 
again. In 1888 the popular vote 
for Grover Cleveland was 5,540,3$) 
to 5,439,825 for Benjamin Harrison * 
who won the presidency because 
he got 233 electoral votes to 168 for 
Cleveland.

State Blamed For 
High School Coste

Congratulations on your recent 
editorials on the high cost of 
school construction. Although you’ll 
doubtless be criticized by those 
'people on Cloud Nine who regard, 
any approach to reasonableness in 
dealing with sahool problems as a 
sinister attadron the public school 
system, I’m sure that most of your 
readers will share your views. 
As a school board trustee, how­ 
ever, I’m Inclined to question 'the 
conclusion quoted in one of your 
editorials blaming excessive school 
costs “on local school boards, many 
of which didn’t stint on their 
building program since the money 
wasn’t coming out of their own 
district.” 
A few months ago our district 
(Lagunitas) decided to apply for 
a State building loan. We knew 
exactly what we needed and want­ 
ed: an. addition of three class­ 
rooms. But when we met with a 
representative of the State Board 
of Education (the first step in the

building loan program) it was 
made clear to us: (a) that the 
State had definite standards for 
school plants being built or en­ 
larged under the program; (b) 
that by those standards our need 
was not for 3 classrooms, but for 
a multi-purpose room, 3 classrooms 
and a “crafts room" (although we 
have no funds for a crafts pro­ 
gram) — a total addition of 7886 
square feet instead of the addition 
of approximately 3200 square feet 
we had planned; and (e) that any 
application not in line with the 
State standards would have pre­ 
cious little likelihood of approval. 
When we protested that the 
State loan, at least In theory, 
would be repayable by local 'tax­ 
payers who might not wish to as­ 
sume such a heavy indebtedness, 
we were told that few 'people 
would mind, because most of the 


taxes are paid by the utilities and 
the oil companies. 
When we suggested, because we 
were coming into the program at 
a late date and knew the State 
funds were running low, that our 
application might be better receiv­ 
ed in Sacramento if we didn’t ask 
for the maximum, we were assured 
that definitely wouldn’t be the 
case. 
I doubt If the experience of our 
district was unique. Perhaps some 
school boards deluded themselves 
that the State has some mysterious 
source of funds other than the 
taxpayers’ pockets, but I imagine 
that many more were encouraged 
and pressured to ask for far' more 
than their good, sense told them 
they needed. 
Before our district’s application 
was acted on, the State fund was 
exhausted. Children .in, our district 
and in many districts throughout 
California will continue to attend, 
split sessions because so much of 
the State money was spent on the 
luxury features described in your 
articles. 
The blame for this state of af­

SACRAMENTO OJ.R}—The biggest 
fight in the legislature next month 
may be over an issue that started 
out ms a backyard brawl between 
Alameda and San Francisco coun­ 
ties—refinancing the Bay bridge.

bridge for $80,000,000 with the two 
counties splitting the lion’s share 
of the loot—$50,000,000—to build 
new “approaches,” including a new 
tube between Alameda and Oak­ 
land.

Gov. Earl Warren said he thought 
the compromise plan was a splen­ 
did one—but when the two coun­ 
ties went before the Toll Bridge Au­ 
thority last November up stepped 
two cow county senators to say the 
deal was In jeopardy unless 45 
northern California counties got a 
$13,000,000 refund from money they

NO DECISION 
Last week, when the Bay Area 
group and the cow county delega­ 
tion met they couldn’t agree on 
anything. They couldn’t decide how 
much, if any money, the cow coun 
ties should get refunded 
They couldn’t decide whether fu­ 
ture maintenance costs of $300,000 
a year should continue to be pale, 
by the 45 northern California coun­ 
ties, by the entire state or by the 
commuters who use the span 
Sen. George J. Hatfield (R.f New 
man) has threatened that if the 
rural counties don’t get a split, they 
might torpedo the whole program— 
and since the rural bloc controls 
the Senate, it could be done. 
Moreover, Hatfield p r e d i c t e d 
southern California legislators, who 
hold a majority of the seats in the 
lower house, will never agree that 
the south should help maintain the 
Bay bridge. At least two southern 
assemblymen confirmed Hatfield's 
prediction by saying they would 
vote against any such plan. 


COMPLICATION SEEN 
A further complication was 
legal opinion from the legislative 
counsel’s office that under present 
law it might be illegal to use money 
from the $80,000,000 bond issue to 
build approaches which do not di­ 
rectly tie into the bridge. 
That issue could be solved if the 
Legislature in March writes a new 
law—but with north against south 
and rural and city interests pitted 
against each other, such a bill 
might not be passed unless some 
compromise is reached. 
Alameda county, which Is most 
vitally concerned because its resi­ 
dents are the prime users of the 
bridge, reportedly would agree to 
repayment of $13,000,000 or a major 
share of it to the cow counties only 
if someone besides the toll-paying 
commuter bears the cost of future 
maintenance. 
Since neither the southern legis­ 
lators nor the cow county group 
wants to take on the $800,000 a year 
cost of maintenance of the bridge, 
the stage is set for some plain and 
fancy horse-trading come March.
